Kinston Council Aids Rescue Squad 


The Kinston City Council 
met in regular session on 
Tuesday night, May 17, and 
following a heated discussion, 
voted to borrow money to 
employ a radio operator from 
12:00 to 8:00 a.m. A 
group of concerned citizens 
will provide a volunteer to 
man the radio from 8:00 a.m. 
until 12 o'clock midnight. 

The meeting began at 7:30 
p.m. with all members pre- 
sent except Mr. Harold 
Rhodes. Councilman Dewey 
Adams opened the meeting 
by léading the gathering ‘in 
prayer, and then City Clerk 
Peggy Cain read the min- 
utes of the previous meeting. 
The minutes were adopted by 
a unanimous vote. 

Mayor Steve Hunko in- 
formed the council that on 
Saturday, May 14, a group 
of concerned citizens met and 
agreed to provide volunteers 
to man the radio and phone at 
City Hall 24 hours a day. The 
citizens’ offer of help came so 
the residents of Kinston would 
continue to have emergency 
services (Rescue Squad and 
Fire Department). 

Continuing, Hunko stated 
the citizens group had dis- 
cussed the possibility of the 
City hiring a radio operator 
to work from 12 to8a.m. 
or putting the policeman on 
duty during those hours. 

Mrs. Carolyn King, a 
spokeswoman for the citizens, 
said, ‘‘The volunteers have 
nothing to do with the Rescue 
Squad or Fire Department, 
they simply want to help the 
City.” 


Councilwoman Sara 
Bowden spoke up, saying, ‘‘I 
gave my phone number for 
anyone needing help to call, 
and I am against hiring a 
radio operator and putting the 
police chief on duty from 12 
to 8.’’ 

Councilman Mickey Weeks 
said, ‘‘We need someone on 
the radio. I know the volun- 
teers are getting tired. It 
should be the town’s respon- 
sibility to have a radio ope- 
rator on duty 24 hours a 
day because the radio is for 
the policeman’s safety. If 
the City has to borrow money 
then do it - we can’t lose our 
Rescue Squad.’’ 

Mayor Hunko reported the 
City would get summer em- 
ployment (youth) from the 
State in three weeks, but 
stated ‘‘We need help now!’’ 


Councilman Dewey Adams 
pledged to pay the radiooper- 
ator’s salary for one week. 
“I’m for the Rescue Squad,’ 
said Adams, ‘‘and I'll pay 
the salary for one week. I 
think we can work out the 
problem of paying a_ radio 
operator for the other two 
weeks.”’ 

Mrs. Bowden said, ‘‘I feel 
the Rescue Squad should sup- 
port itself, and | think the 
City shouldn’t have to furnish 
its gas.’’ 

Bowden made a motion for 
the City to stop furnishing gas 
for the Rescue Squad, but the 
motion died for lack of a 
second. 

Mayor Hunko stated he 
would donate his salary as

mayor to the Rescue Squad, 
to which Mrs. Bowden re- 
plied, ‘‘You don’t get a 
salary!”’ 

Councilman Weeks made a 
motion for the town to borrow, 
enough money to employ a 
radio operator for two weeks. 
Hunko seconded the motion, 
and it was passed by a vote of 
3 for and 2 against. Voting 
aye were Weeks, Hunko and 
Adams, while Bowden and 
Councilman Houston Martin 
voted against the motion. 

Mayor Hunko reported that 
a radio operator would begin 
working on Wednesday, May 
18, and would continue until 
June 3. The operator will 
work from 12 o'clock midnight 
until 8 a.m. 

Mr. Houston Donaldson, 
the Executive Director of 
the Samson Housing Author- 
ity, addressed the council and 
told the gathering he had 
applied for a total of 100 
low-rent apartments to. be 
built in Geneva, Samson and 
Kinston. 

“I’ve got an appointment 
with H.U.D. on Friday of this 
week, ’’ said Donaldson, ‘‘and 
will ask for at least 10 apart- 
ments for Kinston. These 
multi-family units (2 & 3 bed- 
room models) will be built. 
entirely at Government ex- 
pense.”’ 

The council, at Mr. 
Donaldson’s request passed a 
resolution as being in favor 
of the application for addit- 
ional housing in Kinston. 

Mayor Hunko told the 
Souncil that Mr. Howard 
Smith (the City’s water main-

tenance and meter man) had 
complained that his job was 
becoming full-time and was 
taking up 75% of his time. 

Mrs. Bowden spoke up 
again and said, ‘‘Mr. Smith 
turned in a report that he 
worked 72 hours during the 
recent County work in the 
City, and he wants to be 
paid $3.50 an hour for the 
time he put in. He is paid 
$200 a month, and his extra 
work while the County crews 
were in town doesn’t come in 
that contract.’’ 

Smith walked into the meet- 
ing and explained where the 
extra work was needed. 

“‘T think it is a lot cheap- 
er for the city to pay me for 
the extra work than it would 
have been to replace water 
lines the County crews would 
have dug up if I hadn’t been 
present to show them were 
the lines were,’’ said Smith. 
“I’m not trying to rip any- 
body off, I was just trying 
to help the town.”’ 


In other action: 


***Councilman Weeks agreed 
to take the City trash truck 
to the trade school in Opp 
to get it repaired. Bowden 
offered to pay the repair bill; 


***The Council decided to hold 
off repairing the jajl until the 
Summer employees begin 
working; 


***And, Councilwoman Bow- 
den brought up the possibility 
of the City raising its sales 


tax. 


L. C. Cook, who left the city 
about six months ago to accept 
a job with the state of Alakama 
Also approved was the purchase 
of a copy machine from 3M 
It will be paid for over 36 
months 

School Superintendent 
Elmer Taylor was present and 
agreed to work with the city 
in implementing a feeding pro- 
gram during the summer. The 
city will be the spofsoring ag- 
ency and the school will feed 
the students. 

Discussion of pay raises for 
city employees was postponed 


until a joint meeting with the 
water and electric board can 
be scheduled, Also the coun- 
ciltyoted on a motion by 
Jimmy Wise to write a letter 
to the housing authority urging 
work be done to obtain addi- 
tional low-rent housing. This 
letter was to be written on Wed- 
hesday, according tothe motion, 
Also the council approved the 
action of the Zoning Board on 
re-zoning an area on Taylor 
Mill Road from residential to 
B-1 or business. A_ public 
hearing will be scheduled on 
the change before it becomes 
official. 


The council voted to con- 
tinue paying $3,000 a month to 
the Elba school system. This 
had been agreed on at the last 
school board meeting, but there 
was a discussion before the 
vote was taken. Councilman 
D. M. English was concerned 
that the City was spending more 
than it was taking in, and some 
cuts had to be made. The $3,000 
will be continued for one year, 
but the school is to be told to 
begin searching for alternate 
funds for the next year, because 
the city may not be able to con- 
tinue the funding. 

George Sykes was at the 
council meeting and wanted to 
know if Mayor Folsom had 
gotten any answer to Sykes’ 
complaint voiced at the last 
meeting concerning the hos- 
pital. Folsom said he had 
not gotten a complete answer 
yet, but would continue check- 
ing. Councilman Wise told 
Sykes he had had some __ex- 
perience recently with the hos- 
pital emergency room and dis- 
cussed it briefly with him. 

Discussion on parking in 
downtown Elba led to a motion 
to put the parking meters back. 
The motion was made by 
Jimmy Wise and seconded by 
Mike Russell. An amendment 
by Councilman Sharpless to 


_ postpone any action until the off- 


street parking lot has a chance 
died for lack of a second. The 
meters will be put into work- 
ing order as soon as possible, 
according to the motion passed 
by the council. City Clerk Jack 
Prescott checked with legal 
authorities and found that the 
existing ordinance on parking 
meters is still legal, and the 
meters will be legal the min- 
ute they are installed. 

The meeting was about to 
adjourn when Councilman Mike 
Russell asked about city crews 
working on private property. 
He said he was referring toa 
case where a sewer line was 
installed to a mobile home in 
Mulberry Heights. Russell 
said, ‘‘If we are going to do it 
for one, we should do it for 
everybody.”’ 

Folsom contended it should 
be done for churches because 
they were public places. Rus- 
sell called his attention to a 
statement made by Folsom at 
an earlier council meeting 
where he (Folsom) told a 
church group, ‘‘We don’t do 
work on private property.’’ 
After some discussion about 
this, Russell pointed it out to 
him and all present in the min- 
utes of the April 15 council 
meeting. Russell again said 
if it was going to be done for 
one, it should be done for all, 
and everyone should be aware 
of this policy. 

At this point, Folsom’s tem- 
per exploded and said ‘‘If that 
is the way you want it, that 
is the way it will be, and we 
will not do anything on pri- 
vate property, not even go 
under the house to get a dead 
dog for some elderly - widow 
woman.’’ Both Russell and 
Wise told Folsom he was nit- 
picking and that is not what 
they meant at all. 

No formal action was taken 
and apparently no decision was 
reached on such situations in 
the future. 

The meeting adjourned 
shortly after nine p.m.

Mental Illness 


Facts Released 
By Searcy 


(Editor's note--This is the sec- 
ond of a series of four arti- 
cles prepared by the Searcy 
Hospital Public Information De- 
partment for publication in ob- 
servance of National Mental 
Health Month.) 


Common, minor emotional 
upsets, like physical upsets both 
are signs the system is reacting 
to some temporary stress or 
irritation which disturbs its 
routine functioning 

An occasional cold or 
queasy stomach is uncom- 
fortable and anndying but these 
kinds of bodily upsets come 
and go a hundred times during 
a lifetime without causing 
serious damage. 

In the same way, simple 
minor emotional disturbances 
too are a part of everyday 
life. It is quite ordinary for: 
someone to fly into a rage 
over some petty annoyance, get 
unreasonably worried over 
some insignificant trifle, get 
“down in the dumps’’ for no 
apparent reason or to become 
tense and edgy about ‘No- 
thing at all’. 

Reactions of this kind come, 
last a while and disappear. 

But there are emotional 
disturbances which do not go 
away ‘‘Just like that’. They 
may linger for hours, days, 
or even weeks, becoming quite 
deep and intense and affecting 
a person's overall behavior, 
feelings and thoughts. 

When an emotional con- 
dition reaches that stage, it 
is no longer just an upset or 
disturbance but an actual men- 
tal or emotional illness. At 
this point, it should be re- 
garded with the same attitude 
as a physical illness is re- 
garded which would prompt the 
victim to seek professional me- 
dical help. 

Unlike in earlier years 
when mental illness’ was 
shrouded in mystery and was 
associated with all kinds of 
Stigmas, it is now known that 
the condition has _ definite 
causes. Like physical illness, 
it also upsets the system and 
creates abnormal behavior. It 
requires care and treatment, 
and when these are made avail- 
able improvement or outright 
recovery may be expected. 

The first step in identi- 
fying and helping an emotionally 
disturbed person is recognition 
the troublesome behavior with- 
out apparent cause may be the 
effect of an emotional illness... 
that troublesome people are 
people in trouble. 

It also is important to un- 
derstand that most troubled 
people --- peopie with men- 
tal problems---do not start out 
that way. Their difficulties de- 
velop as a result of earlier 
experiences, sometimes dating 
to infancy, which distorts their 
normal emotional responses. 
These distortions set up in 
them inappropriate and inef- 
fective ways of dealing with 
life situations. 

Here are several instances 
of disturbing behavior which 
indicate that a person is in 
emotional trouble: 

Belligerence--A person who 
is ready to quarrel bitterly at 
the slightest excuse or without 
excuse. 

Excessive moodiness--Fre- 
quent persisting spells of the 
“‘blues’’ or feeling ‘‘down in the 
dumps’’ viewing life as of- 
fering ‘‘nothing worthwhile or 
that really matters’’. 

Exaggerated worry --Con- 
tinuous anxiety without reason 
or entirely out of proportion 
to the cause 

Suspiciousness and mis- 
trust--A persistent feeling that 
‘everyone if trying to take ad- 
vantage of me’’. 

Helpness and dependency-- 
A tendency to let others carry 
the burden; difficulty in making 
decisions. 

Poor emotional control-- 
Exaggerated emotional out- 
bursts out of proportion to 
the cause and at inappropriate 
times. 

Daydreaming and fantasy-- 
Obsessive imagining about 
“‘how things could be,’’ rather 
that dealing with them the way 
they are. 

Hypochondria--Excessive 
worry about minor physical ail- 
ments and frequently experien- 
cing imaginary symptoms of ill- 
ness.

Bicyclists To Learn 


ELECTRIC TRAFFIC SIGNALS 


BY: 
Chief M. W. Johnston 


Probably the most import- 
ant traffic signal is the electric 
“stop and go’’ light. Most 
often it is referred to by auto 
drivers as a ‘‘stop light.”’ Of 
course, | am referring to the 
traffic signals witha red 
light at the top, an amber light 
in the middle, and a green light 
at the bottom. I call this the 
most important signal because 
when the light facing you is 
red, that means the lights con- 
trolling the opposite directions 
are green. Therefore, if you 
go through a red light you are 
almost certain to find yourself 
in a very dangerous position. 


What does the red light 
mean? The red light on the 
signal means that all drivers, 
no matter what type of vehicle 
they are driving, MUST come 
to a complete STOP, and wait 
until the light changes to 
GREEN before they go through 
the intersection. I am sure 
that all young people riding 
bikes have seen cars go right 
on through a red light. This, 
of course, is against the law 
and it is very dangerous. If 
a driver goes through a red 
light, whether it is by acci- 
dent or on purpose, he is en- 
dangering his own life and the 
lives of many others around 
him! If a police officer sees 
him go through a red light, 
he will be issued a citation, 
and he will most likely be 
required to pay a substantial 
fine. Always remember, a 
RED LIGHT means’ STOP, 
no matter what! It would be 
of no benefit to say, ‘I’m 
sorry, I didn’t see the red 
light,’’ or ‘‘l wasn't paying 
attention,’’ if you went through 
a red light and caused an 
accident or were seriously hurt 
yourself. When you are riding 


your bike, you MUST ALWAYS 
be paying attention! 


The amber colored light is 
difficult * stand for some 
people It is a warning light 
indicating to those who are 
approaching it that the light 
is ready to change to RED! 
If you are approaching a 
GREEN light and suddenly the 
amber light comes on, you are 
required to STOP. The only 
time you may procced through 
an amber light is when it chan- 
ges to amber after you have 
already started through the 
intersection. This is very 
important! Never continue 
through an intersection when 
the AMBER light comes on 
as you are approaching the 
intersection! On some signals 
the amber light will come on 
to indicate the red light is 
going to change to green, You 
must not go through the inter- 
section until the GREEN light 
is actually ON! 


(Another vehicle, coming 
from the opposifé direction, 
may be coming through on the 
amber light. If you and he 
met in the middle of the inter- 
section there would surely be an 
accident! YOU could be hurt 
badly!) 


The GREEN light means you 
may proceed through the inter- 
section without hesitation. .. 
BUT, not without caution! Be, 
alert, keeping watch in both 
directions to see that some- 
one else didn’t miss seeing the 
light and is coming through, 
even though his light is RED! 
Such a driver would be in the 
wrong, of course, but what good 
would that be if he hit you? 
It would still hurt just as much 
even though you were in the 
right and had the right of way. 
You must always be ALERT 
to what everyone is doing ar- 
ound you, for your own safety! 

Some electric ‘‘stop and go”’ 
lights have a GREEN ARROW 
which comes on pointing LEFT. 
This means that you may pro- 
ceed, if you want to make a 
left turn, and the oncoming

HEALTH TIPS 


From the American Medical 
Association 


Do you need to lose weight? 

If you do, you're not alone. 
Millions of Americans are 
toting more pounds than they 
should. If you're among this 
number, the American Medical 
Association has a pamphlet that 
tells you how to do it. 

The way to take in your 
belt or slip into that pantsuit 
again is to eat less and ex- 
ercise more. But no matter 
how much you exercise, you 
can’t escape that ultimate ac- 
tivily--saying ‘‘no’’ to big por- 
tions and second helpings. 

Calories are units of energy 
found in food. If you eat more 
calories than your body can 
use in its normal, daily ac- 
tivity, the excess is stored as 
fat. Most people leading mo- 
derately active lives need 15 
calories per pound to main- 
tain their desired weight. For 
example--if your desired wight 
is 150 pounds--150 x 15 equals 
2250. 

If you're overweight, you'll 
have to cut down on your cal- 
orie intake, but not necessar- 
ily on the amount of food. Just 
eat more low-calorie foods and 
shun the gravies, creamed 
dishes, rich desserts, fried en- 
trees and alcoholic drinks. 

There are approximately 
95900 calories in each pound 
of stored fat. To lose one 
pound per week, consume 500 
fewer calories each day than if 
you already were at your de- 
sired weight. For instance-- 
if your desired weight is 150 
pounds and is maintained by 
consuming 2250 calories a day, 
cut down 1750. To lose two 
pounds a week, cut down 
to 1250 calories a day. It 
usually is unwise to try to lose 
moré than two pounds per 
week. 

If you are more than 10 
pounds overweight, see your 
doctor before launching a do- 
it-yourself diet. 

You are more likely to 
stick to your diet if you bal- 
ance and vary your menus, 
selecting from the four broad 
categories of: milk group, 
meat group, fruit group, and 
bread group. You also need 
butter, margarine, fats or oils, 
but in moderation. 

Exercise while dieting helps 
tone up the muscles andtissues 
and helps burn stored calories. 
If you want to go to a salon 
or gym, go ahead, but beware 
of over-exertion. Or you can 
exercise at home. Crash diets 
aren't much use. You can 


take off pounds, but the diet. 


is usually so bizzare that you 
cannot stay on it the rest of 
your life, and those pounds 
will creep back. 

The AMA recommendations 
for losing weight are contained 


in a pamphlet prepared by the 
AMA’s Department of Foods 


and Nutrition.

ARE YOU LIVING IN A “POSTURE TRAP“? 


Soft, sagging chairs. Soft, 
lumpy mattresses. Unadjust- 
able car steering wheels. 
Low feet-in-front automo- 
bile car seats. Rigid school 
desks. Modern sofas with 
curved backs or no backs. 
Everywhere, we are sur- 
rounded with furniture and 
devices that not only do not 
help our posture, but in 
some cases do damage to it. 
And chronic poor posture 
can lead to fatigue, irritabil- 
ity, muscle strain, and in ex- 
treme cases, functional and 
organic problems. 


Even in your own home 
you probably have many 
“posture traps’? which you 
use for relaxation and com- 
fort, but which in reality are 
detrimental to normal body 
balance, 


Unfortunately, most 
people confuse softness 
with comfort, and don’t 
realize that unless a seat or 
mattress is firm enough and 
supportive enough to pro- 
perly hold the spine, the 
vital muscles and joints can 
be strained. Sinking into 
your favorite chair can also 
crowd your abdomen, com- 
press your chest cavity and 
ultimately hinder your body 
from functioning healthful- 
ly. 

On the other hand, stiff 
and unyielding chairs can be 
damaging too. Some school 
desks are prime examples. 
Seats should allow the child 
to rest his feet on the floor, 
with the knees at a right an- 
gle.

There are several things 
you can do to achieve 
healthier sitting posture for 
your family. First of all, get 
rid of harmful “posture 
traps’. Invest in posture 
supportive chairs, Don’t for- 
get that softness and com- 
fort are not synonymous, 
and that the true test of a 
seat is whether you can sit 
in it for long periods of time 
without fatigue or discom- 
fort. The old-fashioned 
rocking chair, which exer- 
cises the legs and stimulates 
blood circulation as it sup- 
ports the back, is often 
found to be an excellent 
posture seat. 


Your mattress should 
also be firm. If you do not 
have a chiropractic mattress, 
which has been specifically 
engineered and designed to 
give good sleeping posture, 
it is recommended that you 
temporarily place a piece of 
plywood between your pre- 
sent mattress and box 
springs to keep your bed 
firm. 


Your car, another pos- 
sible “posture trap”’, should 
likewise be chosen carefully. 
Look for adjustable seats, 
ample leg room, seating that 
lets you sit on your rump 
and not the end of your 
spine, dashboard instru- 
ments which can be reached 
without strain, and firm seat 
cushioning.

A Common Cancer 


in The Young 


While cancer of the bone is

a relatively rare disease in 
adults, it is one of the more 
common types of cancer in 
children and young adults. It 
develops most frequently in 
young people 10 to 20 years 
old, : 
Any malignant tumor develop- 


ing in the skeletal System is 


composed of bone itself. 


Other tissues, such as blood 
vessels, cartilage and bone 
marrow are associated with 
bone in the skeletal system and 
have other functions. Tumors 
may arise in these tissues as 
well. 

A common symptom of bone 
cancer is pain, which some- 
times seems to be relieved by 
exercise, but as other times 
is aggravated by motion. The 


pain may not be constant, but 
may come and go. 

Other symptoms include 
Swelling and fever. Depending 
on the type of bone tumor, 
swelling may precede or fol- 
low pain. Fever is not usu- 
ally present when the tumors 
are small. 

Although pain may de- 
velop in any area of the skel- 
eton, the predominant sites are 


the knee, thigh, arm (especial- 
ly the upper part), ribs and 
pelvis. 

Since the symptoms of bone 
cancer are similar to other 
benign, or noncancerous con- 
ditions, your physician will give 
you a thorough examination in- 
cluding laboratory tests of the 
blood and urine and X-ray pic- 
tures. 

A true diagnosis usually 


requires a team effort by your 
doctor, radiologists, bone path- 
ologists and orthopedic sur- 
geons. If a malignancy 
is identified, your doctor will 
decide the best method of treat- 
ment. 

Bone cancers are usually 
treated by surgery, but there 
is increasing evidence that 
combined treatment, using sur- 
gery, radiotherapy and combi-

Commissioners Again Borrow Money 


The Coffee County Commis- 
sion met in regular session on 
Monday, May 23, at the court- 
house in Enterprise and for 
the second time this month 
was forced to borrow money to 
cover County expenses. 

The commissioners voted 
Monday to borrow $25,000 to 
be placed in the General Fund 
Earlier in the month the com- 
mission was forced to borrow 
$70,000 for the Highway Dept 
and $25,000 for the General 
Fund. During the month of May 
the commission borrowed a 
total of $120,000. 

Monday's meeting began at 
10:00 a.m., with all members 
present except Don Smith, The 
first order of business was to 
open bids for signs to be used 
on County roads. The two bids 
received were: $52,532.60 from 
Kelley Sales Company in 
Ozark, and $47,579.56 from 
Vulcan Signs and Stampings, 
Inc. in Foley. The commission 
voted to accept the low bid 
from Vulcan Signs and Stamp- 
ings, Inc 

Engineer Leslie Mullins 
informed the commissioners 
that the County purchases the 
Signs, and then bills the state 
monthly upon installation. The 
State pays 70% of the cost 
while the county pays the re- 
maining 30%. 

Probate Judge James L. 
Sawyer read a number of let- 
ters and reports to the com- 
mission. They included: 


***a letter of thanks from the 
Headstart Program for ground 
repair at their school; 


***a letter from the Alabama 
Power Company inviting the 
commissioners to attend an En- 


ergy Seminar at Enterprise 
State Junior College on June 
". The commission voted to 
send Mr. Doug Pittman, the 
manager of the Farm Center; 


***a report on the buildings at 
the Driving Academy, Sawyer 
added that three representa- 
tives from Troy State Univer- 
Sity recently inspected the 
facilities. However, the purpose 
of the inspection was not known; 


***a letter from the Association 
of County Commissions of Ala- 
bama urging the commission- 
ers to aid in the forming of an 
Inter-Government Council; 


***and, a proposal from Hunni- 
cutt and Associates for upkeep 
of County tax records of the 
property tax evaluation until 
Oct. 1. The proposed cost was 
$24,600. 

Representative Jimmy Holley 
met with the commission and 
heard a request on the possi- 
bility of Mr. Holley introducing 
a bill to raise the salary for 
members of the Board of 
Equilizations. 

Holley pledged, ‘‘I will in- 
troduce any legislation the 
county commission wishes."’ 

The commission voted un- 
animously to get Rep. Holley 
to introduce a bill to raise 
the pay for members of the 
Coffee County Board of Equil- 
izations to $30 a day, retro- 
active to the first day of hear- 
ings. 

Sheriff Neil Grantham was 
back before the commission, 
and said, ‘‘I still need some 
help at the jail. I’ve got two 
jailers who deserve a vacation, 
but are being forced to work 


48 hours a week."’ 

Grantham requested per- 
mission to hire a relief man 
to work 32 hours a week. The 
extra jailer would get $2.40 
per hour. 

Sheriff Grantham,stated, ‘'I 
can pull a Deputy in to watch 
the jail, but they already work 
60 to 100 hours a week. We 
just need some help."’ 

The commission discussed 
the problem of jailers, but de- 
cided that the Sheriff's Dept. 
already has ll members and 
failed to approve the hiring 
of an additional man. 

Upon recommendation from 
Sheriff Grantham, the commis- 
sion voted to apply for a Com- 
munication’s Grant, If the 
County receives the grant the 
Sheriff's Dept. will have a re- 
mote base station in New 
Brockton, making it possible 
for all Deputies to have radio 
contact with municipal police 
stations. 

The total grant would be 
$3912, of which the County 
would have to pay $782 (or 
20%). 
During the lunch break the 
present commissioners pre- 
sented plaques to ex-commis- 
Sioners Albert Dyess, Byron 
Galloway and Flournoy Whit- 
man for their many years of 
dedicated work for Coffee 
County. 

County Engineer Leslie 
Mullins reported Cole’s Bridge 
was now open, and presented 
a bill for $14,660.00 for re- 
pairs on the bridge. 


Mullins informed the com- 
mission that the Enterprise 
Airport had plans to extend 
their runways, and that the 
runway addition would require 
re-locating a County Road. The 


commission met with Enter- 
prise Mayor Don Donaldson on 
the problem of acquiring right- 
of - way to build a new 
road, and the problem was 
ironed out, 

In other action, Mullins: 


***reported the County will let 
the contract to pave the Air- 
port Road on Friday, May 27; 


***told the commission it must 
vote to enter into an agree- 
ment with the State to pave 
the Pond Creek Road and 
Irving Powell Road. The com- 
mission yoted to enter into 
the agreement; 


***reported pipe needed to fix 
the Sparks Road would cost 
$16,000; 


***told the commission the 
County had received $6,221 from 
the state for flood damage last 
year. The State still owes 
$95,000. 


***received permission to send 
out invitations for bids to pur- 
chase gasoline and oil to be 
used by the Highway Dept. for 
next 12 months. 


Tax Assessor Fred Donald- 
son complained of overcrowded 
conditions in his office, and 
requested additional space. The 
commission agreed to look into 
Donaldson’s problem. 

- In the meeting’s final busin- 
ess, the Commission gave Com- 
mission Clerk Brunease Win- 

,.ston permission to purchase a 
typéwriter, not to exceed $500.

Collins said he told Folsom 
he would be in court a longtime 
if he tried and that Folsom 
told him it would take a day 
and a half to get the property.

Collins stated 
that he certainly hoped so. 
Folsom said, however, if he 
hit a brick wall, he had no 
other alternative ‘‘by virtue 
of the fact you don’t have title 
to it.’”’
